THE PEOPLE MUST DO ir. 


The question of wages is one of the 
hard problems brought upon us by 
the enormous growth of our national 
wealth, and while it is true that every 
good man wants to see the working 
classes prosperous and contented, yet 
there is a limit to the sacrifices the 
public should make to secure even 80 
desirable an end as that. The situs- 
tion on the Comstock is becoming 
such that a reduction of wages is very 
loudly and generally called for. It is 
usually held that the bonanza firm 
must make the fight against the 
Union, but we doubt if they care 
whether wages are high or low, 4s all 
the miners deal in stocks, and all 
their money comes into the bank 
sooner or later. If wages are high 
the men engaged in all the mines on 
the lead have money to spend in 
stocks, and only a part of this would 
be saved to the firm if wages were 
lower, as they have only half the 
mines. The pressure against high 
wages must come from the people. 
They must refuse to pay assessments 
until they seo the mines being run 
with some chance for profit. As long 
as they pour money into the market 
at the top, Mackey & Fair can afford 
to hold the sack open and catch it as 
it drops out at the bottom.

TO-DAY’S NEWS 


THE MURDERER. 
Cutting his Own Throat. 
Wasuinoton, January 12. 

The District Attorney, in a ringing 
speech, protested against Guiteau's 
being again allowed to take a seat at 
the counsel's table. The applause 
from the audience, shouts from Gui- 
teau, and cries of order from the bail- 
iffs, made an exciting scene for some 
minutes. Guiteau was finally heard 
shouting through the din, “The Amer- 
ican people will read my speech, and 
they are greater than this court. The 
American people are trying the case, 
and if you undertake the gag law the 
Court in banc will right me. My speech 
will make eight columns; it reads 
like an oration of Cicero. It will go 
thundering down for ages, and don't 
you forget it! As for you, Corkhill, 
President Arthur will dispose of you.” 

Mrs, Scoville was deeply affected, 
and wept hysterically. Judge Cox 
told Scoville to read over the prison- 
er’s speech, and let the Court know 
in the morning if there was anything 
in it he desired to go before the jury, 


without stating whether he would 


permit the prisoner to speak or not. 
Judge Cox ordered an adjournment. 


TO-DAY 8 PROCEEDINGS. 


Wasurneton, January 13. 

Upon the opening of Court this 
morning Guiteau said—In justice to 
myself and Davidge, I desire to say 
that I received a letter yesterday, se- 
verely denouacing Davidge, and my 
remarks against him were based upon 
that. I have found out, however, 
that I was mistaken, and that Dav- 
idge is a high-toned, Christian gentle- 
man, and a sound lawyer. I desire 
therefore, to withdraw anything I said 
against him. I shall entertain the 
same opinion of Corkhill, however, 
but I am satisfied I was wrong about 
Davidge, but right on Corkhill. 

Davidge resumed his remarks and 
reviewed the evidence. He showed 
by the evidence of J. W. Guiteau and 
other witnesses for the defense, the 
fallacy of Scoville’s pet theory, that 
the prisoner was an imbecile. 

Alluding to Guiteau's schemes in 
regard to his Inter-Ocean adventure 
Davidge said: We have to deal here 
simply with the plans of an audacious 
mind, but there is nothiog in such 
schemes to indicate insanity. It isa 
fact, I understand, that the stock of 
that paper, which was once worth 
$75,000, is now worth $1,000,000, and 
it was increased by putting in success- 
ful operation plans similar to those 
suggested by the prisoner. Summing 
this incident Davidge said: “It was 
no indication of insamty, it was sim- 
ply in keeping with his idea that one 
central figure of the day was that of 
Charles J. Guitesu.“ 

“Thank you, Davidge,” sarcastic- 
ally called out the prisoner, “I'm glad 
you are beginning to think me 80 
great. Many other people think I'm 
the greatest man of the day. But I 
don't care a snap what they think. I 
haven't got a bit of egotism.” 

Davidge alluded briefly to the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Dunmeyer, the divorced 
wife of the prisoner. The prosecu- 
tion were debarred from entering 
upon those confidences which exist 
between husband and wife. The de- 
fense could have done so, but they did 
not. Mrs. Duomeyer did not hesitate, 
said Davidge, to testify emphatically 
that he was a sane man. 

“She don't know anything about 
me,” called out Guiteau. “I haven't 
seen her for eight years.” 

Mrs. Scoville, who had been busily 
engaged writing all the morning, 
ehook her head aogrily, and ejacula- 
ted, “She is a liar, anyhow.” Her 
brother whispered a warning, but she 
repeated her comment stiil more em- 
phatically. 

Commenting upon the testimony of 
Dr. Spetzka, Davidge said—Notwith- 

ing some of his remarkable 
statements, Spitzka never denied the 
prisoner's legal responsibility, and 
accepting all his evidence, even, 
Spitzka brought the prisoner within 
the reach of the law and punishment. 

After recess Davidge reviewed the 
expert testimony. The defense, he 
said, had summoned over 20 experts— 
many of them famous. What was 


the trial of being a man with more 
than ordinary intelligence in religion, 
a hypocrite, at law a petifogger, and 
in all things a depraved and wicked 
wretch.” He read impressively the 
first chapter of St. James, thirteenth 
to the fifteenth verses: “ Let no man 
say when he is tempted, ‘ I am tempt- 
ed of God,’ for God cannot be 
tempted with evil. Neither tempteth 
He any man, but every man is tempted 
when heis drawn away of his lust, 
and enticed therein when lust hath 
conceived it through sir, and sin 
when it is finished, brioging forth 
death. 


The Cost of Hanging. 
Wasuineton, January 13, 

Porter and Davidge are allowed 
$5,000 each ; jury fees will amount to 
$1,468; hotei bill for jury and attend- 
ant bailiff, $3,218; witness fees, in- 
cluding mileage, $8,078, of which 
$5,069 has been paid in behalt of the 
Government and $2,889 for defense, 
$389 of the lattersum going to Gui- 
tean's relatives; reporting and print- 
ing, $5,000; extra Deputy Marshall's 
$:,802; sundries, $1,000.

Correspondeut 
wWeges Must Come Dows in Virginia. 

Ep. Rexo Gazerre—Dear Sir 
There are a few holders of Comstock 
mining shares living in this valley, 
and I see many from Virginia City, 
and it is almost the universal opinion 
of those best competent to judge, that 
the inactivity of the mining interest 
in that once thrifty and enterprising 
city, is caused by the Miners’ and Me- 
chanics’ Unions, or the high wages 
which those Unions demand for their 
labor. That side- hill city is dwindling 
away, while very many competent aod 
skilled miners think there is ore that 
might be taken out at a profit, even at 
the Union wages, but at a much lar- 
ger profit were miners allowed to go 
to work at $3 per day. The bovanza 
firms can hold out until every business 
firm is crippled and every miner that 
can get away from that city is gone, 
and still longer, and then oompel the 
laborer to go to work at their prices. 

It is hard for those in veed of work 
to support their families, and demand 
more for that labor than the employer 
can afford to give. The Ualons can- 
not compel the mining companies to 
take out the ore, although they may 
be sure that there is pay ore in the 
mine. This is the age in which capi- 
tai is ruling, and while we all know it 
is not right, it is ene of the evils we 
must conform to, where the money 
king has the advantage, like be has on 
the Comstock. 

It is an unsettled question whether 
labor Unions, and consequent labor 
strikes, are advantageous or detrimen- 
tal to the laborer. There are millions 
of tons of low-grade ere in the mines, 
and machinery for the working of that 
ore, laying idle, as wel} as idle hands 
that could be employed in extracting 
it, until richer ore could be discovered 
(if it is not already in sight), to keep 
the business houses in that city in a 
healthy condition, could laborers be 
had at what men can afford to work 
for, ani 17 out of 20 would have as 
much oa deposit in the banks, at 
$2 50 or $3 per day as at $4 and $5 
per day, after being out of work two 
months. Provisions and dry goods 
are as cheap in Virginia City as they 
are where men labor and get rich 
faster than Comstock miners do, and 
at one-half the price for their labor. 

I ain as strong an anti-monopolist as 
any miners’ union man, but the peo- 
ple must bow to the inevitable, and 
show some policy when the doom of a 
city or the bread and meat for the 
baby is at stake. These are the con- 
clusions arrived at away from the 
fault-finders of that city, and by one 
that has lived with, and appreciates 
the business enterprise of those peo- 
ple. There was a time when the la- 
bor union in that city made the capi - 
italists yield to their demands, but it 
looks now as though the boot was on 
the other foot, and stil) perhaps the 
mining kings dare not say that it is 
the Unious that are keeping the 
mines and mills comparatively idle, 
and it might uot be any better policy 
for them to say so now than it would 
have been to have resisted the de- 
mands of the unions a few years ago, 
and which they had a legal right to 
0 
Revenge is sweet, and let each in- 
telligent individual miner imagine 
himself in the place of John Mackey 
& Co. and he will see more clearly 
the necessity of the Union's disband- 
ing without a demand from the min- 
ing kings, and before too many of the 
good citizens of Virginia City are fi- 
nancially ruined, or driven from the 
city on the hillside that they love.
